OF 25,000 MEN

Fellowship Begins State-
wide Movement to Prepare
for Military Service

TO HOLD DRILL TONIGHT

The Stonemean's Fellowship han bBegun a
Btatewide movement (o prepare Iita mem-
bera for mlilitary service in Mexico in the
event of war with that country,

A huge army of volunteers Is belng re-
crulted from the Stonemen at this time, and
It Is consldered probable that the total num-
ber will rige above 25,000 men.

The first actlve =tep In the drilling of
this body will be taken tonight when 260
members of the 21st ward divislon of the
Stonemen will meet In Roxborough to take
lessong  In  the rudiments of mllitary
training,

AMBULANCE UNIT PLANNED
In addition to the military phass of tha

Stonemen’'s lateat activity, an ambulance
unit f{a being formed and the TFellowship
has offered o the War Depurtment 20
ambulances, ondé repalr wagon and a full
corps to man them.

Just who s supplying the funda for this
movement has not bean revealed by of-

ficlals of tho Stonemen, but it is sald a
small grgup of men has furnished the
monsy. The ambulances have not yet bean

purchased, but It was sald today that the
order wasi ready to be placed. It i prob-
able that lmmediately upon recelpt of nn
answer (0 A message sent o Washington
severnl dayva ago ateps will be takén to
order the ambulancoes

More than 100 men will be needed to
operate the machines, as, beslde the driver,
there must be an adelstant surgeon In
